There was no confirmation of this 
report, but the defense today dis­ 
played a savage energy which was 
taken by many as bearing out the 
rumor that the offer had been made 
and that Whitman had refused. 
Plitt, who came on the stand after 
the widow of the dead gambler told 
her story, 
declared in a thousand 
ways that 
the 
relations between 
Becker, Rose and the gunmen who 
slew Rosenthal were close. 
He de­ 
scribed carrying messages between 
Becker and Rose both before and af­ 
ter the murder. 
Plitt created a sensation when he 
swore that the day before Rosenthal 
was shot, Becker warned him to 
keep away from Times square that 
night. 
“Get an alibi,” he swore Becker 
said. 
“ You’ll know why tomorrow.” 
Plitt declared that Becker urged 
him to kill Rose in a compartment 
of a train on which he was being tak­ 
en to the death house at Sing Sing. 
Plitt's direct examination closed 
at 12:30 and Manton at once opened 
his batteries to attack. 
After Rose was arrested Plitt said 
Becker told him “ I see they have got 
Jack Rose.” The policeman, he said, 
was excited and told him to see Rose 
and assure him of protection. Plitt 
said he had communicated this to 
Bald Jack. 
Later, the witness said. Becker 
met him. arranged for Plitt to see 
Deputy Police Commissioner Dough­ 
erty and [trove an alibi. He did so, 
he swore, under Becker’s escort. 
Plitt's testimony was staggering 
to the defense. Sentence after sen­ 
tence fell haltingly 
from 
his lips, 
making Becker 
wince perceptibly.
